Doctor sent to jail 

A DOCTOR has been jailed for two years for 
causing the death of a woman in a crash in 
Southend. 

Dr Alok Basu, 66, was sentenced at Basildon 
Crown Court last Thursday having previously 
been found guilty of causing death by dangerous 
driving after a trial.

Hospital’s befriend¬ 
ing service is proving 
to be a success. 

Volunteer Millie 
Bealing is slowly 
becoming an expert 
at coaxing conversa¬ 
tion from frail and 
vulnerable patients 
with dementia or 
memory loss. 

The former hospital 
manager has been 
piloting the project to 
promote interaction 
and conversation with 
patients who find it 
hard to communicate. 

The key, she says, is 
to spark long-forgot¬ 
ten memories then 
just keep chatting. 

She said: “I was 
given the opportunity 
to sit in on a staff 
training session on 
dementia, which was 
really interesting. 

“It helped me gain a 
better understanding 
of the varying levels 
of the condition and 
what I can do to 
help.” 

Some patients are 
quite reserved at first 
but gradually relax 
and enjoy having a 
friend to chat to. One 
ward visit even 
resulted in a group 
sing-along. 

The befriending 
scheme was launched 
at the end of last year 
by consultant geria¬ 
trician Dr Ioannis 
Liakas, dementia 
nurses Christine 
Timms and Jill Ling 
and the hospital’s vol¬ 
untary services team. 

Dr Liakas said 
being in hospital and 
away from familiar 
surroundings can 
often be distressing 
for patients. 

“Studies show that 
patients with demen¬ 
tia or confusion bene¬ 
fit from regular con¬ 
versation and interac¬ 
tion,” Dr Liakas said. 

“They become 
more relaxed and it is 


less likely that they will 
deteriorate rapidly or 
require medication.” 

The pilot has been so 
successful that the team 
hope to recruit more vol¬ 
unteers and expand the 
service to meet demand.

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Police given the power to 
carry out identity checks

POLICE officers across Essex are now 
able to check someone’s identity in the 
street in a bid to save time. 

The new Mobile Identification 
(MobilelD) service will allow officers 
to scan a person’s fingerprint and check 
it against information from a national 
database to confirm their ID within two 
minutes. 

Police insist that information from the 
the new service will not be stored. 

Russell Gay, from the Territorial 
Support Team, said the MobilelD ser¬ 


vice was ‘just for checking’ and had 
proved to be very useful when identify¬ 
ing unconscious victims at accident or 
crime scenes. 

Trials of the device were carried out in 
28 areas across the UK - including 
Essex - and officers reported that the 
service helped them to save an average 
of 30 minutes per case. 

Tom McArthur, director of operations 
at the National Policing Improvement 
Agency, said: “Identification is crucial 
to police investigations and giving offi¬ 
cers the ability to do this on the spot is 
giving them more time to spend work¬ 


ing in their communities.” 

Some 530 officers across Essex have 
been trained to use the MobilelD ser¬ 
vice, including those at Stansted Airport 
and all ports in the county. 

The mobile fingerprinting devices 
have also been handed out to forces 
across the country, including 
Hertfordshire, Bedfordshire, 

Cambridgeshire and Kent. 

Sue Harrison, assistant chief consta¬ 
ble of Essex Police, said: “This technol¬ 
ogy will have a huge benefit on fighting 
crime and keeping the streets of Essex 
safe for everyone.”

Pavements

Not a very good prospect 
when you think it could easily 
happen. It would appear that 
they have plenty of money to 
spend on other projects but not 
our pavements. It seems to me 
like installing a burglar alarm 
when there is no food in the 
cupboard. Now where have I 
heard that before?

Fuel for 
thought 

SOME years ago, I believed 
politicians would end their 
folly of catering for ever 
greater car use when they 
began to see the futility of 
their actions. How wrong I 
was. 

Today we see petrol, diesel 
and gas prices escalating so 
rapidly that people are reduc¬ 
ing their car use and the poor¬ 
est fear they will not be able to 
heat their homes during the 
next winter freeze. A recent 
study by Sainsburys Insurance 
indicated 1.3million people 
gave up driving in the last year 
due to rising costs. 

The UK now imports 21 per 
cent of its oil and 40 per cent 
of its gas. In 10 years we will 
be importing 50 per cent oil 
and 58 per cent of our gas. UK 
resources are in rapid decline 
and we will be forced to 
import more fuel at a time 
when global prices will be ris¬ 
ing dramatically. 

Last month a senior Saudi 
Arabian official warned that 
nation would run out of oil by 
2030, so we know full well 
that price is going in one 
direction - up! To make mat¬ 
ters worse the UK balance of 
trade deficit will soon have to 
be corrected by further curren¬ 
cy devaluation - meaning for¬ 
eign fuel will cost even more. 

When I argued these issues 
with Councillor Holdcroft, 
leader of Southend Council on 
radio on July 8,1 realised how 
wrong I was. 


Far from changing his direc¬ 
tion, we are promised more 
road widening/expansion 
schemes, and yet more money 
to be wasted on irrelevant car 
parks. Indeed, the 
Conservative Party flirts with 
the idea of reducing petrol 
duty so we can use up the stuff 
even faster. It has even consid¬ 
ered raising the national maxi¬ 
mum speed limit so we can 
drive with even less efficiency 
and consume yet more fuel. 

A crash is coming, it is 
going to be very painful 
indeed and we know exactly 
who to blame.

Landlord Question 

For years, I've wondered who is responsible for the light bulbs in my rental property: is it me as the landlord or the 
tenants? My experience differs from tenant to tenant. Sometimes they will automatically change a light bulb when it 
blows and other times they call me up and expect me to change it for them. Who is right? 


Think Property Answer 


We've heard lots of stories about light bulbs, including some downright absurd tales of landlords being called in 
the middle of the night with tenants demanding a new light bulb there and then. That’s not reasonable. 

As a landlord, when you let your property you should ensure that every light fitting and light bulb in the property is 
operational with a working light bulb installed. It’s also worth noting this in the inventory. You should point out to 
your tenants that they are responsible for ensuring that all of the same are in place and working at check out. You 
might also want to ensure that this is laid out in the tenancy agreement, 

Obviously, you might have light bulbs left over from your maintenance. You might want to leave those in the 
property and let your tenant know that there are a few spares but If they run out, they will need to get the new 
ones. Once again, such a conversation manages expectations. 

As a general rule we’re always encouraging landlords to respect and save their most precious resource and that’s 
time. The inconvenient calls, the conversations and the needless trips all take time. So do what you can to avoid 
problems in the first place. You might ensure that there is a roll of toilet paper in place at the start of the tenancy, 
but no tenant would expect you to keep on supplying it. We think the situation is similar with light bulbs,

Q. With prices still falling, how do I tell when it’s a good time to buy? 

A. Much depends on whether you are a cash buyer, or whether you need to 
sell first. 

With serious buyers in fairly short supply at the moment, there are definitely 
deals waiting to be done - and as a cash buyer you would obviously be in a 
very strong negotiating position. 

On the other hand, you could always hang on a bit longer, in the hope of picking up an even better bargain. However, this 
can be a risky strategy - firstly, because some other cash buyer might come along in the meantime, and snaffle the very 
home you’ve got your eye on, and secondly, because you could easily leave it too late. The fact is, the only time anyone 
can be absolutely certain that prices have bottomed out is when they start going up again! 

So, if you are a cash buyer, then my advice would be to buy now - and try not to fret over whether you might have 
been able to save a bit more by waiting a few months. Yes, prices may well drop further before they start to recover, but if 
you view property as a long-term investment - or better still, as somewhere to call home - then this really shouldn’t 
bother you. 

Then again...if you need to sell somewhere else in order to buy, then much depends on whether you are trading up or 
down. If it’s the former, then this is actually a very good time to make your move. That might sound counter-intuitive, given 
all the economic doom and gloom, but with prices going down you will actually save more on the larger, more expensive 
property you are buying than you notionally lose on the smaller one you are selling. 

Of course, if you are contemplating moving to a smaller property, then the reverse is also true. All things being equal, it is 
always better to downsize when prices are on the increase. So, if this is the case, there is definitely an argument for 
hanging on until the market starts to pick up again. 

Nevertheless, when all’s said and done, there’s still no denying that there are a lot of very attractive bargains out there, 
right now!

Thinking outside the box

I ’M AN outdoorsy gearhead. 

I don’t mind admitting it. i 
ski, snowboard, ride a 
mountain bike, climb, fish and 
surf. The problem is, as much 
as I enjoy these rather equip¬ 
ment-heavy sports, I can’t 
bring myself to buy the sort of 
vehicle these sports tend to 
demand. The prospect of a 
mini-MPV or a four-wheel 
drive is just depressing. Far 
more alluring is a car with a 
bit of zip that’s not going to 
be mistaken for a kebab van. 
I’m sure you can see the 
problem. 

Thule has become the mar¬ 
ket leader in roofboxes and 
offer a dizzying range of 
choices. Working hand in 
hand with many of the world’s 
auto manufacturers they offer 
innovative solutions that make 
good common sense. Thule’s 
One Key System offers com¬ 
monality between all of the 
lock barrels with just one key 
taking care of the whole lot. 
Simple. 

I’ve been through a number 
of bike carriers in my time 
with one deciding it would be 
a great idea to dump a 
£2,000 Heckler mountain bike 
into the outside lane of the 
M40. Therefore quality has 
become a key issue when 
choosing a bike carrier. All are 
not alike. First you’ll need to 
choose whether you plan to 
mount them on the roof or the 
rear. I prefer a roof mount as it 


means your rear view isn’t 
obscured but the downside is 
that your bike is sitting bang 
in the airflow and tends to 
whistle a bit. My downhill 
mountain bike is also just too 
heavy to be humping up onto 
the roof of a car. Therefore 
I’ve got a pair of bike carriers 
that together do the business. 

The Thule Pro Ride 591 
gets a lot of use by my wife 
who needs a roof mounted 
system to transport her road 
bike when she goes time trial¬ 
ing. 

A self adjusting frame holder 
and aluminium wheel trays 
guarantee that the bike’s 
going nowhere and you don’t 
even need to remove the front 
wheel to get going. For a 
combination of speed and 
security it’s tough to beat. 
Mount a bike carrier on the 
back of your car and you 
have a few more issues to 
deal with. Firstly, is the rear 
number plate visible? The 
police take a very dim view of 


cars sailing through GATSO 
cameras with resultant pic¬ 
tures of bicycles obscuring 
the plate. Drive any distance 
with your plate covered and 
you’ll be a prime target for a 
roadside lecture. You’ll also 
need to check the rack won’t 
foul your tow bar when 
loaded. 

It’s also no good buying a 
rack that makes it impossible 
to access the rear tailgate. 

The higher the rack - and 
consequently the bikes - are 
mounted, the less effort is 
involved opening the tailgate. 
When both bikes are travelling 
any distance, I opt for the 
Thule Clip On High rack. It sits 
the bikes up at a good height 
so that the rear plate is visible 
and your machinery isn’t get¬ 
ting shotblasted with road 
grime from the rear tyres. 

If, like me, you have an 
active lifestyle but can’t give 
up your sports car, take a 
look at the latest carrying sys¬ 
tems and rest easy.
